Carson Taylor, K6TI, Silent Key

Carson Taylor, a long time MDARC member, died November 16, 2004 at the age of 
91. Carson was born in Manila where his father had gone with Gen. Arthur McArthur 
during the Spanish American war. His father remained in Manila to publish a newspa- 
per. The family moved to Los Angeles where Carson attended public schools and Cal 
Tech. He was first licensed in the age of radio tubes, in 1928, at the age of 15. Going 
along with the early years of tube radios was a proficiency in CW. 

His working career started in Hollywood as a recording engineer with McGregor 
Studios and then with Capitol Records where he spent most of his forty years in 
this field. He received numerous engineering awards including four Grammy Awards 
from the National Academy of Recording Arts and Sciences. In 1999, the Academy 
awarded him a Lifetime Certificate for Excellence in Entertainment. He had been a 
long time member of the Academy and had been on the board of governors for the 
Los Angeles and San Francisco chapters. 

Carson knew and worked with many of the great artists and traveled world wide in 
the course of recording their work. 

After his many years in Hollywood, Carson moved to Danville and started and ran 
a company, Audio-Visual Resources, Inc. He was the first person to introduce multi- 
track digital recording to the Bay Area. 

Carson’s wife Barbara, who he married in Vienna, Austria in 1958, died in 1995. 
He has two daughters, Elise Riordan, Michelle Andrighetto, and two sons, Gregory 
and Tim. 

For all his talents and achievements, Carson was just a regular guy who was a plea- 
sure to be around. He had been a strong supporter and active member of MDARC.

Other Members and Guests: Tim Barrett, K6BIV, Dave Gordon, N6SWE, 
Mike Hole, KG6DER, Keith Lattin, N6PMF, Trevor Raty, KG6MDW, Pete Sla- 
gle, KOXL. 

Treasurer: Harold reported some $38, 400 in the bank. As to the budget, 
he said we are down some $4000 but expects this to even out by the end of 
the year. A question was raised about the telephone charges and he said he 
would give a report at the next meeting. 

Gift to MDARC: Harold also announced a donation of $300 from Robert 
Coppock, KG6PIB, of Pleasanton, who expressed his appreciation for IRLP/ 
EL and the good work of the club. 

Telephone line: On motion of Jay the board voted to terminate the old 
telephone service at 932-6125. 

Carrier: The chair said Jerry Gardner, Carrier editor, would like to have 
more articles submitted. 

Nomination of Officers: Joe Cusumano reported on the list of nominees 
so far for officers: President, Trevor Hall; Vice President, Joe Cusumano, Sec- 
retary, open; Treasurer, Dick Schulze; Emergency Coordinator, Dana Jones; 
Board of Directors (two positions), Jay Caldis, Dave Gordon, and Trevor 
Raty. 

Picnic: The chair said there has been no confirmation of the reservations for 
the September 24, 2005 picnic. Bob Green has agreed to chair the event. 

Annual Awards: Trevor Hall is still looking for nominations for the various 
awards. When nominating someone it is important to give some facts sup- 
porting the nomination. 

Field Day: We are still investigating sites, Martinez, Mt. Diablo, and Lund- 
borg Landing. 

Repeater Linking for Nets: Howard will give the codes to Tim Barrett 
who will create a macro for the controller to link and de-link the 144 and 440 
repeaters for the weekly nets. 

Technical Committee: The board encouraged those with technical ability 
and test equipment to assist with the repeater maintenance. The technical 
committee will have its November 6th meeting at the repeater site on Diablo. 

Emergency Coordinator: Dana reported the emergency preparedness 
event scheduled on October 23, 2004 at Park Mead School, Walnut Creek, 
was a success. 

Inventory of Equipment: This is in progress. Keith suggested that the list 
be worked on at the tech meeting held on the repeater site on November 
6th. 

Holiday Party: Dick Schulze asked for authorization to spend $200 for 
table decorations and appetizers for the party. The board voted to ask the 
membership to approve a budget for the party of $1,000 in expenses against 
$800 income. 

Chabot Space and Science Museum: Mike Hole, who is a member of 
Oakland Radio Communication Association, said they are exploring the pos- 
sibility of supplying a radio station for the Chabot Space and Science Museum 
in Oakland and are looking for assistance. The board was supportive of the 
idea and suggested Mike place an article in the Carrier. 

North Peak Repeater Site: Tim Barrett is determining the cost and effect 
of moving the repeaters to north peak. 

Adjourned: The meeting adjourned at 9:25 p.m.

FCC Proposes to Fine Amateur for 
Failing to Reply to Correspondence 


(Dec 7, 2004, Newington, CT)—The FCC has proposed a 
$4000 fine for Paul D. Westcott, KCOOAB, of Purdy, Missouri, 
for allegedly failing to respond to Commission correspondence. 
The FCC says it has received “numerous complaints” alleging 
that KCOOAB has been transmitting CW on 40 meters 24/7. 
Complainants assert the transmissions constitute broadcasting. 
The FCC contends they interfere with other amateur communi- 
cations “due to an apparent lack of station control.” Westcott 
responded to an initial FCC Enforcement Bureau inquiry last 
June but not to a subsequent “Warning Notice and Request for 
Further Information” in early September. 


Guinness World Records Recognizes 

High-speed Telegraphy Achievement 

(Dec 7, 2004, Newington, CT)—Guinness World Records Ltd 
has recognized the high-speed telegraphy achievement of An- 
drei Bindasov, EU7KI. “On 6 May 2003 Andrei Bindasov (Belar- 
us) transmitted 216 marks of mixed text per minute during the 
5th International Amateur Radio Union World Championship 
in High Speed Telegraphy in Belarus,” the Guinness database 


listing states. Witnessing the accomplishment in Minsk were 
HST International Referee Oscar Verbanck, ON5ME, Region 
1 Executive Committee member Panayot Danev, LZ1US, and 
IARU Region 1 HST Coordinator Oliver Tabakovski, Z32TO. 
Bindasov says he received the official certificate from Guinness 
November 24. Bindasov also sent 271 letters per minute and 
230 figures per minute during those phases of the 2003 HST 
competition.
